ASYLUMS. 

AN   ACT   CONCERNING    THE   INSANE   ASYLUM.  Chap.  1. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Legale  * 
State  of  North-Carolina,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au-  fr^'ht^^. 
Ihority  of  the  same,    That  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  fivo 
hundred  dollars  (§7,500)  drawn  from  the  public  treasury* 
over  and  above  the  appropriation  for  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30th,  1863,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  legalized,  and 
the  public  treasurer  is  hereby  indemnified  for  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Beit  further  enacted,  That  for  the  purpose  of  fur-  App*qp«»tee 
nishing  proper  support  for  the  Institution  for  the  present 
fiscal  year  ending  the  30th  day  of  September,  1864,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($150,000) 
be  appropriated  in  addition  to  the  »xty-two  thousand  live 
hundred  ($62,500)  appropriated  at  the  first,  regular  session  , 
of  the  General  Asseinby,  making  in  all  two  hundred  and 
twelve  thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars;  and  that  the 
Treasurer  of  the  State  be  authorized  to  pay  to  the  order  of
